000, which, he said, he spent on the
preconvention campaign of Colonel
Roosevelt,

“That was absolutely all of my
contributions,” he declared, emphati-
cally. Mr. Perkins could not recol-
lect clearly the amounts he sub-
scribed or collected for the republi-
can campaign fund of 1904, He said
the various large amounts credited to
“G. W, P."” on the list of contributors
to that fund, furnished the com-
mittee by Elmer Dover, were un-
doubtedly secured by Treasurer C. N.
Bliss from men whose names he had
suggested or whom he had asked per-
sonally to contribute.
